Power to Initiate Plans

• BY UNANIMOUS AGREEMENT Thursday night, the members 
of, the Student Council gave Bill Smith, vice president, their lull 
vote of confidence to go ahead .with his plans for th& proposed 
change in Student Government. 

Instead of voting on the plan as originally, scheduled, Council 
members decided to extend its. 
period of incubation until early 
in January. In the meantime, 
Bill Smith and hie committee of 
seven will continue to consider 
revisions based on further sugges- 
tions and ideas offered by the stu- 
dent body and faculty. 

Purpose To Encourage Students 
Originally the purpose of the 
committee waa to encourage more 
faculty participation in student 
activities. However, upon Investi- 
gation'. It was determined that un- 
der the present system of student 
government, there ere no channels 
through which the interest! of 
either the student body or faculty 
can be integrated to effectively sup- 
port any school program. By elim- 
inating the system of class offices 
and replacing it with the eight di- 
visional councils, it will be possible 
to coordinate the Interests of 10,000 
students, instead of the estimated 
1,000-odd currently active students. 

Thus it can be seen that a plan 
of "such far reaching importance’’ 
merits further consideration, said 
Smith. /

• MANY READERS of last 
issue’s “Talk with Mr. X” are 
under the mistaken impression 
that this weekly interview is 
printed for the purpose of criti- 
cizing head cohch Bill Reinhart 
and the basketball team.
